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Speech of the Hon, Aaron Harding, of Kentus 
on the Restoration of dne Union. . 


Mn. HAnͥůid--Mr. Chairman, at an early day of 
the pregent neesion I Submitted to the Honze this 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the Valon has not beea dissolved; and 
that whenover the rebellion, in any one of the seceded 
States. shalt he put down and subducd, either by force of 
tho Federal arms or by the voluntary submission of the 
people of such Binte to the authority of the Constitution, 
then such State will thereby bo restored to all its rights 
anil privilogces us u Stato of tho Enion under the Consti- 
tutlon of such State and the Constitution of the United 
States, including the right to regulate, order, and control 
its own domestic {nstitatfons according to the Constitu- 
tHon and laws of such State, frec from all Congressional 
or Excentiva control ur dictation, 

I was anxious a vate should be taken upon this 
resolution at the time it was presented; but the 
ruling majority in this House would not allow it. 
They seemed unwilling to take ground before the 
Country on this important question. They would 
neither vote for the resolution, nor take the respon- 


sibihty of voting agqinst it. And we have not been 
able to bring the House to a vote npon it up to the 
present time. 


This resolution is in direct antagonism to the 
Pregident’s plan of ‘reconstruction’ announced in 
his message and proclamation of the 8th of Decem- 
ber, 1463. And whether the resolution takes the 
true ground in regard to the condition of the South 
ern States after the rebellion shall have been sub- 
dued, depends entirely upon the correctness of its 
first proposition, which declares ‘the Union has not 
been dissolved.” The whole controversy turna on 
this question. I hold that all the ordinances of 
secession in the Southern Stites were a 
null and void, and being so, did not, could not work 
any change in the constitutional relations of those 
States. The President, in his inaugural address, 
useg this language: 

4 hold that, In contemplation of universal Jaw and of 
the Constitution, the Union of these States ipparpetual.? 
„ © ‘Continues to execute all the express provisions 
of our national Constitution, and the Unton will enduro 
forever; it being imposatblo to destroy It or by some 
Action not provided for in the instrament itself.“ * * 
"Bat {f destruction of the Unfon by one, or s part only, of 
the States, bo lawfally posziblo, the Union is tess perfect 
than before the Constitution, having Jost tho vital ele- 
ment of perpetuity. It follows, from these yiows, that 
no Stata upon its own mero motlon can Jawfally get out 
of the Union; that resolves and ordinances to that effect 
ure legally void; and that acts of violence, within any 
State or States, against the authority of the United 
States, aro f{nsurrectionary or revolutienary, according 
to circumstances. I therefore consider that, in view of 
the Constitution and the laws, the Union Is unbroken,” 

This view of the question taken by the President 
seems to me entirely sound. But whether his 
practice now is not an open war with his own 
theory remains to be considered. It is certain that 
his view of the subject was everywhere indorsed 
by the Republican party. It was also indorsed 
everywhere by Democrats and conseryatives, who 
still stand by and maintain it as the troe ground. It 
follows, therefore, if the Union has been dissolved, 


it must have been effected, not by secession, bat 


by a successful revolution in the South. But who- 
ever contenda for this, acknowledges the indepen- 
dence of the South, and, to be consistent, should 
abandon the war. But we know the rovolution is 
not yot a success. 

The Vnion, then, ‘has not been dissolved,’ and 
these Sonthern States, in view of Constitutional 
lav, nre ns clearly members of the Union to-day 
as ot any former period, Sir, it is because these 
States are in the Union that their citizens owe al- 
legiance to the Federal Goy ernment, and sabmis- 
sion and obedience to its Constitution and laws. 
Citizens of these States who resist the authority of 
the Constitution and laws are rebels, because tha 
States themselves are in the Union. And it is be- 
cause these States themselves are in the Union that 
war can be constitntionally ond justifsbly prose- 
cuted agniust the insurgents, te compel their obe- 
dience to the Constitution ond laws of the Union. 
Mr. Chairman, if o State is in the Union, it follows 
ns d necessary consequence that whenever the re- 
bellion in sach State is subdued, and the insurgents 
brought back to their allegiance, either by force of 
the Federal arms or by their own voluntary sub- 
mission to the authority of tho Constitution, then 
the State is at onco restored to all its rights and 
privileges as a State of the Union—may represent 
itself m Congress, and do all other acts which any 
Fister State may lawfully do under the Constitution 
of the United States. This is a clear constitutional 
right whick can be wrested from the State only by 
the hand of violence and usurpation. There can 
be no auch thing as reconstraction, or the rebuild- 
ing of a Union which was never broken or 
dissolved, 

Mr. Chairman, the Constitation knows no differ- 
enee between States in the Union. It guarantees 
to every State in this Union a republican form of 
government, The samo rights and powers ‘are re- 
served to the States respectively The Constitu- 
tion alike protects and guards from Federal 
encroachment the local institutions, laws, and con- 
stitutions of every State in the Union. It imposes 
the same restraints on executive power in every 
State, Tho President can no more jay his hand on 
the Constitution, Inws, and local institutions of 
Louisiana than thoas of Massachusetts. To do 
either would be a palpable violation of the Consti- 
tion and a daring act of usurpation, And, sir, is 
‘thera a man here from tho North who will consent 
‘to tho oxercise over his own State of the power 
claimed by the President, and then hold ap his 
head and claim to be a freo eitizen of a free State? 

But pet, sir, though the Presidont und his party, 
45 We have seen, were openly pledged before the 
whole Country to the doctrine that mne Union was

War with his own published theory. Now we hear 
only of Stato governments ‘subverted? or destroy:

What room is there to frame and aetu 
how State governments if the old ones are still 
Standing? Bir, itis manifest that tho President's 
Plan of ‘reconstruction’ involves aud gocs beyond 
me odious doctrine of State suicide, Assuming 
that tho Rtate govetumenta nro subverted and des 
troyed, and the Union dissolved, ho proceeds with 
his plan for ‘the reconstruction of tho Union’ by

onstitution of the United States must maintain 
the old Union formel by that Constitution; and 
must, of course, supp¢tand maintain the old States 
which compose that Union. But the man who 
supports the proclamtion mwit sanction the over- 
throw of the State c and laws of the 
Bonthern States, and (id in fra and setting up 
now Stato government- must aid in breaking up 
the old Union, and in Hilding on its rung à new 
and different. Union, wloliy unknown to the Cone 
atitntion. is, and jn all other important par- 
tculara, the proclamation. agd ihe Constitution 
stand directly opposed i0 each other. So that 4 
man can support the one only by disrogarding and 
opposing the other, But he must swear to support 
both. Therefore tho man who takes the ‘preserib- 
ed oath’ is necessarily required to commit perjury 
in the very act of taking it. This wonld have been 
considered a serious matter, in times past, when 
‘oaths registered in Henven were revered aud ob- 
served on corth—but now, doubtless, many will 
regard the Southern man who stickles about the 
oath he takes as not yet nit for adoption into the 
abolition family. 

Here, then, wo have the President's plan of set- 
fing up new State governments. Noman is allow- 
eda voice, whatever else he may swear, oxcept he 
also swears to support the President's policy, 
Loyalty with an cath to support the Constitution 
avails nothing. The President will test the materi- 
als ‘so as to build only from the sound, and in his 
judgment it is safe 10 0 lew sound whoever vill 
1 5 to support his proc s excluding all 
others. 

Sir, det us panse for a momentand examine this 
test. Ten citizens in the State of Tennessee pre- 
sent themselves, Nine of thess men are yenorable 
for their age. They are the sons of patriots who 
fought the battles of the Revolution. In earl 
childhood they imbibed, and have cherished throu, 14 
life, the deepest devotion to that old flag under 
which Washington and their fathers fought. They 
have opposeŭ and struggled hard against the pres- 
ent rebellion, They fought under our flag in the 
war of 1812, and at a later period in Mexico, and 
bear upon their venerable persons numerous Scars 
received in those wars; and now at the sight of 
that old flag they weep tears of joy. But they 
must be tested. They are more than willing to 
swear to support the Constitution and the old 
Union; but they can not de violence to their con- 
science by swearing to support the proclamations. 
That is the test, and they are rejected as unsound. 

The tenth man is then examined; and, though 
not advanced in years, he was the first to volunteer 
under the flag of Jeff, Davis; he is now fresh from 
the Confederate camps, and the loyal blood he has 
shed is still upon his garments; he docs not hesi- 
tate at an oath, but wears to support all procla- 
mations that havo been or ever may be issued, and 
is therefore ‘accepted as sound; and immediately 
the nine war-worn and scarred veterans, with their 
families and property, are all transferred to him to 
bo ruled and governed by his sovereign Will. They 
are disfranchized, silenced, and dare not utter a 
complaint, for the military power is at hand to 
arrest and imprison. Sir, this is, indeed, ‘potting 
down the President's foot;' but it is the iron tread 
of despotism, crashing ont the last vestige of con- 
atitutiqnal liberty where it moves, and Ieaving but 
desolation in its path. 

Mr, Chairman, the diring. boldness with which 
the President announces his despotic scheme of 
government should aronse and alarm evcry friend 
ofthis Country, He points out the exact character 
of the State governments to be set up, points out 
the exact number of voters, and fixes and settles 
tho exact qualifications of these voters, one of 
which is, as we have peen, that thoy shall commit 
perjury in advance by swearing to support both 
the Constitution and the Proclamations, But oven 
then, after this high proof of loyalty to the Presi- 
dent, he will not trast them to set up a State goy- 
ernment only iu the mole prescribed by himself.’ 
Bur, it is all his work, and the voters are his meni- 
als to perform it for him. But when such a goy- 
ernment is set by one-tenth of the voters, how 
shall it be maintained and enforced by so small 4 
number over all the rest? The President has 
thought of and provided for this, for he saya in his 
message and proclamation, when ‘a State govern- 
ment shall be, in the mode prescribed, set up, such 
government shallbe recognized and guaranteed by 
the United States, arid under it the State shall be 
protected against invasion and domestic violence. 

es, sir, military power is to be invoked. Tho 
free white laborers from the loyal States are to be 
cons¢ripted, taken from their homes to the South, 
and there kept year after year to enforce by sword 
und bayonet, tho despotic rale of one-tenth over 
all the rest, reducing them te the lowest condition 
of serfs And yassals, stripped of all tho rights of 
self-government, and crushed to the earth. And 
this, sir, is the President's idea of ‘the home of 
freedom disenthralled, regenerated, enlarged, and 
perhetuated.“ But, sir, it is my idea of an odious 
abolition oligarchy of the most eruel and savage 
character. And can it be ‘perpetuated? Yes, 
when the spirit of liberty is gone, when, by long 
years of oppression and cruelty, these people have 
ost all tradition of their descent from revolutionary 
gires, then it may be perpetuated. Sir, the ver 
idea that a single man in Country should a 
tempt this monstrous scheme of despotiem is 
onoügk to fire with indignation the breast of every 
man in whoss veins there is oné drop of revola- 
tionary blood. 


Mr. Chairman, it reems to me none but the wil- 
folly blind can fail to see that this scheme, in all its 
features, 13 in direct opposition to the Constitution. 
Even tho gentleman from Pennsylvania (Mr. Ster- 
ens), not long since, in a speech in this House, 
ficclared that the President's plan of reeonstrac- 
tion ‘was wholly outside of and unknown to the 
Constitution.“ “That is true, and he might have 
ndded with equal truth that itis an open and fins 
grant violation of the Constitution. Indeed that 
Rocessarily follows from what ho did say; forit is 
clear that tho President has no power outside of 
and unknown to the Constitution, but derives oll 
his power from it, and the oxerciso of power not 


rented by the Constitution is forbidden and pro- | go 


bited hy it, But yet the President says in his 
message, On examination of this proclamation it 
will appear, as is believed, that nothing is attempt- 
ed boyond what is amply justified by the Constitu- 
tion,” And how does he attempt to sustain that 
bold assumption? By telling us tho Constitution 
atithorizes lim to grant pardon at his own abso- 
uto discrotion, and this includes the power to grant 


on terns. Tes, unless the terma violate tho Con- Bp 


stitution, as they plainly do in this case. For what 
power hag tho President to confer upon a pardoned 
rebel tho important right of voting? wan ho make 
laws to control the rights of atffraga? It is trae 
the President and the rebel may enter into a cons 
tract, provided ig dues not infringe the rights of 
others. But what ia the contract in this cago? 
Plainiy this: the rebel, on his part, agrees to swear 
allegiance to the President, support all his procla- 
mations, and stand by him in all the clections, In 
consideration of which, tho President, on his part, 
agrees to pardon the rebel and clothe him with the 
power of ten men at the polls and in tho rulo and 
Foverument of the County, for ho gives the rebel 
A voice at the polls and disfranchises and silences, 
the voices of ning other men, And the President 
has tho best of the bargain, He will get ono voto 
from the rebel certain, and close the mouths of 
nina other men who would be jnat as certain to 
vote against him. He will therefore lowe n g 
In the coming election, Nip, it i strange the Proxis 
dent should make even the rematest allusion to the 
Conatitntion in connection with thia jonatrons 
scheme of en 5 . 

Mr. Chairman, it ie clear that the devire resorted

For, ar, the very moment rebeliion, 

in any one of these States ia pat down and ended, 
tm the President's war power, whatever 

ìt may be, is also at an end, The war must cease 
With the rebellion-~ita cause and only justification. 
And if the President, for abolition purposes, pro- 
tracts the war after the rebellion ceases, he then 
‘wars on a people yielding obedience to the Consti- 
tation, changes places with the rebels, and be- 

conies g vevolutionist and rebel himself, 

Mr, Chairman, the emancipation proclamation of 
January 1, 1863, was professedly isaued by Mr. 
Lincoln on his aupposed war power alone, and, ag 
Commandeyin-Chief, upon military necessity, 
But, when the war is over, what then? Jf Mr. Lin- 
coln, aš Commander-in-Chief, could, with the sword, 
strike down State governmenta and destroy the 
Union, under what power tan Mr. Lincoln, as 
ident, set up new State governments and build up 
auew Union? The war power Was a discovery. 
It had never been supposed that the President, as 
CommankrJa-Chicf, had any greater power than 
any ether commander-in-chic! would have. Bunt 
the argument was that the power of Mr. Lincoln, 
as Commiander-in-Chief, was preat enlarged by 
virtuo of his union with Mr, Lincoln as Lresident, 
80 that he could overtliros' State institutions and 
governments, and do many acts which no mere 
commander-in-chief could do. But to gerve the 
present purpose the argument must be extended, 

t must now be urged that the civit power of Mr, 
Lincoln as President has been greatly enlarged by 
virtue of his union with Mr. Lincoln as Commander- 
in-Chief, 80 that he can now build up now State 
governments and a new Union on the ruins of the 
old ono, and do many acts which no mere Presi- 
dent could otherwise do; and the last argument 
would be just as sound as the first; it does no vio- 
lence to the general principle, but only extends it. 
True, there would seem to be danger that by this 
mutual impartation of powers, first by the Presi- 
dent, to the Commander-in-Chief to desiroy, and 
then by the Commander-inChief to the President 
to build up, the two officials in the one, Mr. Lincoln, 
might swallow up all power, executive, legislative, 
and judicial, and so put an end to the Government 
of our fathers, Yes, sir, and that is really what is 
being consummated by the Jacabins in the North, 
under subterfages like these of the most disgrace- 
fol and shameful character. 

Sir, if these States are still in the Union, the 
power claimed by the President over them if so 
Monstrous and gross a violation of the plain pro- 
visions of the Constitution that leading abolitionists 
in thus Honse and the Senate are becoming asham- 
ed to say a word in its defense, And 10 avoid the 
difficulty, and give some skow of plausibility to 
teir support ot the President's scheme, the key- 
note has been sounded in both Houses of Congress 
that the Union is dissolved; and the abolition co- 
horts are rapidly advancing to and all of them may 
be expected soon to occupy that ground. 

The gentleman from achusetts (Mr. Bout- 
well), in a speech not long since, took. the ground 
that all the seceded States had ceased to exist as 
States of the Union. What road they traveled, or 
how they got out of the Union, he did not geem to 
know, or at least did not explain; but that, they 
were out, ho seemed to have no doubt, And on 
that subject he advanced as good secession doce 
trino as any man in South Carolina could desire. 
The gentleman from Pennsylvania (Mr. Stevens), 
has more than once declared in his place in this 
House that the seceded States are ont of the Union, 
and constitute a foreign country; that the Consti- 
tution and all compacts between the North and the 
South havo been abrogated and set aside. Weare 
thus told, after nearly three years of terrible war 
to save the Union, that we have no Union; it hss 
been destroyed and has passed away. Nor have 
we a Constitution, for it, too, has been abrogated, 
Sir, if that be true, then that old flag is na longer a 
truthful symbol. No, let it be rent and torn, eleyen 
of those stars blotted out, and the rest separated 
and left wandering and alone under clouds aud 
darkness, and let that other symbol over your head

be broken and draped in mourning. 

Mr. Chairman, possibly it may serve to quiet the 
seruples of conscientious men, who can not feel 
quito prepared to_snstain these measures in viola- 
Bon of the Constitution they have sworm to gup- 
port, to tell them the Constitution has been abro- 
gated, and that we have none. But how can these 
gentlemen forget that they themselves have no 
power, except that delegated by the Constitution; 
and that by it all powers not delegated to the 
United States ‘are reserved to the States or to the 
people; and that the ation by Congress or 
any other department of the Federal Government 
of any of these powers, not delegated, but reserv- 
ed to the States, is a direct and plain violation of 
the oath taken to support the Constitution? And 
who can fail ta see that when tho gentleman from 
Pennsylvania [Mr. Stevens} bases his sapport of 
the President's scheme on the ground that ‘itis 
wholly outside and unknown to the Constitution? 
he places it on the ground of usurped power, for- 
bidden by the Constitation—on ground where no 
man oan touch it er lend it the least support, but 
ye 91 5 violation of his oath to support the Con- 
stitution 

And what, sir, docs this doctrine of State sni- 
cide, of the abrogation of all compacts between 
tho North and the South mean? Sir it means that 
secession hts accomplished all that its guilty 
authors ever claimed for it; that by secession the 
Union has been dissolved; that the great experi- 
ment of man’s capacity for self government is a 
foilare; that the Government purchased by the 
blood of our fathers, with all its hallowed memo- 
ries and bright hopes, has passed away aud gone 
forever. Bir, it means that not a rebel in the 
South ean over be convicted of Treason; nay, 
that there are no rebels there; they are àit citi- 
zens of an independent foreign country, and awe 
no allegiance to thd Government af the United 
Stuten; Wat, recetviag 1eetkon under tate wove 
ernment they owe allegiance to it, and to yield to 
tho claims of the United States would he ah act of 
treason on their part: and that to resist the author- 
ity of the United States is one of the highest acta 
of duty and patriotism on their part, for in that 
way only can they escape the guilt of treason, 
ae provo their loyalty to their own independent 
ernment. . 
And, sit, if this doctrine bo true, then what sort 
of nwar is this on our part? A war in whick 
multiplied thousands of precious lives hayo been 
sacriliced; a war that has literally drenched the 
land in kindred blood, and filled the whole coun 
try with weeping widows and stricken orphans; a 
war that has swept over this countty like a wild 
tornado, carrying waste, desolation and wide- 

read ruin in its paths a war that has secumula- 
ted a croshing public debt, under which the na- 
tion at this moment reels and staggers like a drun: 
ken man. And all for what? break up and 
ntterly destroy a foreign country, to rob and pina: 
der a whole community of people; confiscate all 
their property and effects, piczo and take posses: 
eion of their lands, strip them of everything, 
leaving mem neither clothes to wear, bread to eat, 
nt u roof to shelter them: and to arm and give 
temporary freedom to their slaves to akt you in 
exterminating or driving from home and Country a 
whole race of kindred people. This done, and 
then tho rick cotton Jandy aro to be parceled ont 
among Northern adventurers, tho negroea under 
the name of hirelings Yeenslaved and transferred 
to Yankee task masters, whose avarico, aa inaatints 
as death iteelt, in to be the measure of the black 
man's slavery and suffering. All this, vir, ia bnt 
toofally and plainly indtented by the proclama- 
ion and the varions Kindred measures now mas 
taring in thia House, 

And upon the granni mermet by abolition dia. 
unionists there N not in all history a more cruel 
and hoty page than your present war programme 
With ite kindred measures presents. It is utterly 
nojetfable, saraga, and barbarous a inn ning

In Nnro. Made another visit to this company’s 
mine, u few days ago. Pince our laat previous 
visit the muin tunnel has been carried 33 feet for 
ward from what is considered the went wall of the 
ledge. Work is going on as rapidly as ean he, 
With tho present facilities aud on the disadvantage- 
ous aytem by which work hax for some tima been 
conducted, Ar haft was aurih fiom the tunnel, and 
tho ledgo found good, with abundance of mineral. 
The shaft was put 35 feet down, and then left on 
acconntof tap much water. At this point a drift 
left the main tunnel and struck off southerly—going 
30 feet in the ledge, along west wall. 

Superintendent Powell is saving ore to make a 
shipment to the officers of the company at San 
Francisco. Recently a lot of ore was worked, 
through the roasting process, at thé Star mill hy 
Mr. Serimger- and gave n ſine xenult; but we have 
not the figures. Many are of opinion that the De 
Soto’ and ‘Sheba’ ores gan not bo made ta pay 
inch over 8200 per tun—or 50 per cont. of their 
value--hy any other than the roasting process. 
Many of the best Mexican ores are worked that 
way. At San Francisco, the foundries and machine 
shops exhibit the performances of their apparatus 
for working ores, by putting up their machines and 
doing a custom work. They do a great amount of 
work for Arizona and Mexican companies, and are 
beginning to get considerable patronage from com- 
panics in this Territory having intractable ores, for 
which they must try and afterwards buy the proper 
reducing apparatus. 

The disadvantages of the present working of the 
‘De Soto we'd better say further of, to avoid be- 
ing misunderstood. The tunnel takes, inits length, 
every possible direction—led, at different times in 
its progress, by varions indications in the forma- 
tion, and caprices aud fancies of tho management. 
This mabes it nnavailable for a working tunnel, 
because cach trip of the wheel-barrownial praces- 
sion is an exploring expedition, taling in too many 
chances of detention and accidents to be profitable 
as ayegular business. The tunnel could not be 
navigated by cars, Tod crvoked. The air is bad, 
and the company is to the expense of having a man 
to run a fanning-mill blast; and even with that ex- 
pense, some time is lost by the drifters after each 
blast goes off, waiting for air to be good enough to 
allow a candle to burn. 

Mr. Fowell tells us he will soon commence 9 
lower tunnel, to tap the ledge 51 feet deeper. This 
will be n straight tunnel, high and wide, to work 
through; and with drifts connecting it with tho 
upper tunnel, a circulation of air will bo se- 
cured, and a saving of time and labor. As the 
ledge has been found, and the direction for this 
new tunnel is Plain, it will take but a short run, 
with a foll force, to complete it. Meantime, work 
will go on in the old prospect tunnel, which will 
always ba of use for ventilating nurnoseg. The 
‘De Soto’ now employs 12 men.

First.—All mines and mingals upon the public 
domnins shall ho held to ho'the property af the 
nation, open to the oecupatich of all loyal citizens, 
subject to such yegulations;restrictions and dues 
as shall be prescribed by lay, and sanctioned by 
local usage, not in conflict with the laws and execu- 
tive ropulations made in purstaneo thereof. 

Second—The minors’ laws nig regulations of the 
several wining districts, go faras they aro not ine 
compatible with the United Staies laws or executive 
regulations, shall be eaten subject. however 


to modification by subsequent legislation, It shal 
be a personal offense to perpnate another or a 
supposed individual under a lense or g permit, 
rd—The discoverer of any mine, placer or 
lead, shall be entitled to hold the same, subject to 
tho usual regnlatious as to avtupaney nud improve- 
ment, and the discoverer may claim or pre-empt 
one additional claim in the scme district to the ox- 
tent and upon the terms allojved to other miners. 
But all others shall be restrifted to one clam each 
of the same kind, until That phall he worked ont or 
abandoned by relinquishmeit upon the record, and 
any miner may hold onc jill, ono flat, ono bar or 
river bed, and one quartz chim or lead in the same 
district, provided cack shal be worked in good faith 
in its proper season, within each year, as may be

Any menther of a copartnerchip, or his 
guccessor in interest in any mining claim, who shall 
neglect or refuzo to pay any ccsecsment, or shall 
neglogt to perform tuy Tabor or agreement, may, 
after thy expiration of cinty days after such assess- 
ment, labor or other liability kos heeoime dac, be 
noten in writing by any remaining partner or 
parsners, or by his or their agents, that anch ni 
Scgament, labor or liability is due, vhieh written 
notice shall specify the name of ach mine and the 
district wherem ig ia located, and shall particularly 
mention the liability which hos been incurred; and 
if cuch delinquent resitic within the State, he shall 
bo personally served with such notice; and if tho 
percon so notified shall refuze or neglect, for thirty 
days after serviro of such written notice, to comply 
with the requirements of the copartnerehip agree- 
ment, the remaining partner or partners moy une 
the intercat of snch delinquent partndr in and to 
auct mining claim.

Concres3, Taxxa orn Mises, —irom tho dis- 
patches in this morning's Enterprise, it will be seen 
that the Lower House of Congress has amended 
the tax bill now urder consideration by that body, 
so that gold, -ilver and quicksilver mines shall pay 
a Federal duty of five per cent. on their gross pro- 
ducts. This we must earnestly protest against for 
weighty reasons. Our people already piy a Fed- 
tral stamp tax and a Federal tax on the incomes 
derived from dividenũ : paying mines; and if the bill 
now before Congress becomes a lave, they will hke- 
wise have to pay not only the five per cent. on the 
gross product of their gold cud silver mines, but 
also indirectly the five per cent. ad valorem duty 
Jevicd on the prodict of the quick-ilver mines, ro 
that our producing mings would be burdened with 
no lers than four Federal taxes. There are soma 
mines such as the Gould & Curry that might stand 
the burden without groaning very loudly, but it 
would be altogether too heavy upon the others. 
The effect of such a law wil operate disastrously 
to the interests of Nevada Territory, for there are 
many silver mines within Ler borders that barely 
pay expences, and many more that do notapproach 
the requ.ite figare, although they aro tahing out u 
poor cliss of ore, and it would be a sad calamity 
work jn thera twere to stop in consequence of an 
pre, sive measure like this.--Enterprice.

During our visit to Sierra District, last week, wo 
went to soo the famod Talluich, mino. Jos, A. 
Banks, tho Superintendent, took the tronblo to 
show us through every part of the works and 
quarters, explaining everything in progress so that 
at tho timo it seemed perfectly clear. Under tho 
pressure of superabundant material for last week's 
Register, a notice of this visit was crowded out; 
and a mistiness has in one short week grown over 
the pages of our note book; but, here’s for suck a 
notice asimperfect notes and confused recollection 
may serve us withal:

This whim i the invention of Mr. Wedlock of that 
| city; and is claimed by W. to possess nu- 

merous advantages over those in common use. 
In the first place, in operating it, the horse goes 
the game way to hoist bath buckets. By this gg- 
yantago the power may be increased by attach- 
ing more animals, and ag for that matter they may 
be placed two or three abreast, and besides, no 
Welay is to be frequently suffdred, as when the 
horse has to be turned around. A second advan: 
tage is the increase of speed with which the buck- 
et can be hoisted, which i obtained by nid of the 
gearing; and another advantage, which all men 
who have worked an upwiight whim will appre- 
ciate, is the manner in Which the dram on which 
the rope is colled is placed, which prevents the 
rope from falling off When itis slack, and also by 
the manner by which it can be thrown out of gear, 
and be managed by & brake, the same as are the 
reels of most of, the steam hoisting works, These 
claims of suptrigmty ure, wo think, nil well found- 
ed. And this whim for deep shafts, or for shafts 
where work wants to bo driven rapidly forward, 
or where there ig water to contend with, is much 
better than those in ordinary use, It is very sim- 
ple and cheap in construction, and when once 
mada may he used 10 sink a dozen shafts succes- 
ively, or work a miue for years, without becom- 
ing worn enough to materially injure it. The ma- 
chinery of the whim at the Ponce de Leon claim is 
composed of an upright iron shaft about two and 
one-half inches in diameter, and; perhaps, seven 
feet long, The bottom of this is set in a bed 
plate, and near the top it is secured to a frame. 
About three fect from the bottom there is a sweep 
‘attached, to which the horse, which supplies the 
‘motive power, is hitched, On the top of this up- 
right shaft is a bovol gear whcol. about twenty 
inches jn diameter, and directly over itis a hori- 
zontal shaft on which are two small heveled spar 
Wheels which travel on tho opposite sides of the 
gear wheel. These spur wheels are not firmly 
Attached to the shaft, but are kept to their place 
by the bevel of the gear on one side and colors on 
the shaft on the other; and if the machine is 
thrown out of gear, wili revolve around this shaft 
in directly opposite directions. Now here is where 
the ingenuity comes in. If one of these spur 
wheels were attached to the shaft it would make it 
revolve one way. Tho distance between these two 
spur wheels on the shaft is about sixteen inches, 
and between them there is a thimble covering the 
shaft which ia grooved and fitted so that it will 
slide along it, but can not turn unless the shaft 
turns. On the onter circumference of this thimble 
there ig a groove cat around it, in which the two 
prongs of the brako ure fitten, which moves it to 
and fro‘along the shaft, and throws the machinery 
in and out of gear, These spur wheels turn on 
the shaft, and the side of them next to the thim- 
ble is fitted to lock in with that when it is moved 
against it with the brake, and as the thimble can 
not turn but by revolving the shaft, that of course 
is forced to move when they are connected and 
the lower shaft is in motion. When the thimble is 
moved so as to connect with one of the spur 
wheels, the shaft which has the thimble on, and 
which also revolves the drum, turns one way, and 
when itismoved along the shaft so as to connect 
With the other spur wheel, the shaft turns in just 
fhe vpposite direction. When it is between the 
spur wheels and conneets with neither, the shaft of 
course is not moved at all, thongh the horses be 
going and tho whim otherwise in motion. There 
isa brake attached to the drum, so that it can be 
managed separate and apart from the rest of the 
machinery. By this means the bucket can be 
lowered ‘while horses are standing still, or it can 
be held still by throwing the machinery ont of 
gear and patting on the brake while the horses are 
going. It can be worked by one horse, and if 
there ig a press of work, more may be added, to 
make its power equal to that of a steam engine. 

Its cost of construction iy not much greater than 

that of a whim of the ordinary kind, and the frame 

in which it is set is also about the same pattern. 

And wo beliove that for most mines this kind of 

whim is preferable to tho ones in common use.—
